REMARKS 

Claim Status 

Claims 48 through 50, 52 through 61, and 63 through 109 are now pending in the 
application, with Claims 48, 59, 72 and 89 being independent. Claims 1 through 47, 51 and 62 
have been previously cancelled. Claims 55 and 68 have been amended to even more succinctly 
define the invention and/or to improve their form. Claims 72 through 109 are newly presented. 
It is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been added. 

Dependent Claims 

Claims 49, 50, 52 through 58, 60, 61, 63 through 71, 73 through 88, and 90 through 109 
are either directly or indirectly dependent from one of independent Claims 48, 59, 72 and 89 and 
are allowable by virtue of their dependency and in their own right for further defining the 
invention. 

Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
pending claims are allowable over the art of record, and that the application is in condition for 
allowance. 

Favorable reconsideration and early passage to issue of the application are earnestly 
solicited.
